Shaw hard to replace

Robert Shaw, dgar-smoking 
engineer-tumed-university man- 
ager, has decided to leave his 
post as Vice-Prindpal (Admin- 
istration) and there is no word, 
as yet on who his replacement 
will be - if he is to be replaced 
atall. 

Shaw recently accepted the 
post of Deputy Minister in the 
federal government's newly- 
formed Department of Environ-, 
ment. ' i 

. In^à' Daily interview. in.:March, 

-1969, Shaw said' he'hâd been ap- 
proached by political parties 
before accepting the post at Mc- 
GiU. "My answer \yas always 
the same: No, you fellas debate 
till you're blue in the face, then 
when you've dedded what you 

. want to do, call me and let me 
do it for you." . : • . 

Aftei^ March r, when the rés- 
ignation goes into effect, Shaw 
will presumably be doing things 
for the politicians. It won't be 
the first time. Shaw was Com- 
missioner-General of E^po 67. 
Before that he was president of 
Foundation Company of Canada. 

Although the-position(ofvyice- 
Prindpal Administraticm'^ms 
created only two years ago, Shaw's 
assodation with the University 
is a long one. He graduated in 
1933 and has served as president 

~ of the Graduates Sodety. During 
the 1969. McGill ^Français dem-: 
onstration, he^vm'fin charge of 

. security- arrangements. He. is 
a -mendier of the Senate and the 
Board of Governors. 

Shaw also chairs the Senate 
subcommittee on Residence Pol- 
icy and sat on the committee 
which chose the wardens of Mol- 
son and McConnell Halls. 
: :The Adniinistration seeriis 
' uncertain about a possible re- 
placement for Mr. Shaw. A com- 
mittee has not yet been established 
to appoint a successor, nor has 
it been announced how a replace- 
inent will be chosen; but there 



are several possibilities to be 
considered. 

Tbë most , likely choice, if the 
position is' filled at all, will prob- 
ably be Colonel J.R. Ross O'Far- 
rell, presently the university's 
Director of Administrative Ser- 
vices, and Shaw's right<4iand 
man. :t- -' 

He came to McGili in Marcii 
1970, replacing George Crimson, 
who was Executive Assistant 
to Uie Prindpal àt Uiç time. 0' 
Farrel} is '- now t responsible , for- 
aUpbuildings on campus, as well 
as|^n£mytadministrative services. 
Hé\is â]9) chairman of the Uni- 
veidty Residence Cbundl. 

Two other people who could 
be considered for the position 
are John Bates, now Director 
of University Information Sys- 
tems, and Allan McColl, Director 
of Finance AdminisUation.

Three weeks ago Molson Hall 
inaugurated a new era. in resi- 
dence living at McGiU, by be- 
coming the univerdty's first co- 
edresidence. . 

The decision to convert IMoI- 
son Hall into a co-ed residence 
came after a meeting of the 
Deans chaired by Vice-Prindpal 
Michael Oliver, and was the di- 
rect result of weel(s of effort 
by the Molson Hall Executive 
Council, Council President Ro- 
bert Kenny, and R^dence Di- 
rector Paris Gheor^ou. 

Plans for a projected co-ed 
residence in Ganlner Hall were 
made last summer but fell through 
when not enough girb applied to 
satisfy the minimum requirement 
of 50 set down b]r,the Senate Sub- 
Committee on Râdence Policy. 

This time '^no'-^maximum was 
set down, and the only condition 
imposed was that only 25 of the 
girb entering the co^ could be 
from the Royal Victoria College. 

RVC has been plagued by va- 
xandes and is in no position to 
stand a mass exodus from its 
ranlcs to the co-ed at the top of 
thehiU. 

So far 21 girb have moved 
into Molson Hall, and all of them 
are from RVC. 

Both wings of the second floor 
have been reserved for the ^rb, 



as the washroom set up of the 
residence does not allow for a 
more homogenous mixing of the 
sexes. 

Molson Hall Residence Director 
Paris Geoighiou stated that the 
airival,^of4th|ii^|S|hai^ra 
improved^the^hbrmaOy^staid at- 
mosphere of the men's residences. 

"The ^rb have transformed 
the lounge into a centre of acti- 
vity and animated discussion, 
and have made Molson Hall a 
more pleasant place to live and 
work in," said Georghiou. 

Ihe Residence Director indi- 
cated that so far there have been 
no problems, and that ndther the 
academic nor maintenance staff 
have any complaints about Uie 
new situation.' 

No spedal rules have been 
created, and the Open House 
regulations are stiU those laid 
down by the University Residence 
Coundl. 

This means that "between the 
hours of 2.00 am and 8.00 am, no 
person may enter any wing which 
hous^jnembers of the opp(»ite 
sex;}|>eopléralready in one of the 
wings ' reserved for members of 
the opposite sex will be expected 
to leave at that time." 

Offenders are threatened with 
"disdplinary action", but the 
rule is obviously unenforceable. 

Girb interviewed were all very 
enthusiastic about their new 
residence and its future, and all 



were happy to get away from the 
"ri^d and sterile atmosdiere 
of RVC." 

One girl stated that "living 
with girb all the time v?as driving 
mecrazy." . ' 

For many girb the greatest 
stumbling block to entering the 
co^ was obtaining their parents' 
consent 

Most girb conceded that the 
flrst week in the co^ had been 
one of "considerable adjustment", 
but stated that they felt that co^ 
life was "a lot more natural and 
easygoing." Girb also felt that 
the food served at Bishop Moun- 
tain Hall was quite good and cer- 
tainly better than that served at 
RVC. 

Most girb also professed not 
to mind the long walk up the hill 
each day, slating that it was "good 
exerdse." 

Eveiywhere on the second 
floor, the feminine takeover Is 
evident, from the good food 'in 
the kitchenettes, to the clothes 
line in the washroom, and a large 
spray of flowers in the urinal 
(see photo). 

For several girb the co-ed is 
a new and wonderful experiment 
in modem ^living, for most it's 
"just beautiful"...

ecuritybreachm McLennan Bookstore won't close

Is it posdble for a massive 
hardcover book, approximately 
22 by 40 inches, to be smuggled 
out of the McLennan library? 
According to Miss Phelan and 
Mrs Symansky of the Library's 
drculation department. "It would 
be pretty tough," but it happened 
over the Christmas holidays. 

Someone..bn)ught the immense 
volume' (an atlas) into the Daily 
offices at a time when there was 
no one around and left a note 
reading. "Return this; it's too 
heavy to lug around, and besides 
it doesn't even have a map of 
the campus." Thè note was un- 
signed. 

What pred sely a re McLennan's 
security measlHS? The library 
employs the Canadian (]orps Com- 
missionaires as guards. Men 
are posted throughout the library, 
at all exits and at the stack en- 
bance, checking LD. cards. A 
guard is occasionally posted in 
the cloakrooiri. A - supervisor 
makes sure all ofOc^areHpcked 
and keeps watch onrtlie^tacks 
after 10 pm. . . ' ■ 

Guards check books 

E^xit . guards ■ are, responsible 
for checking that books are prop- 
erly signed out and briefcases 
and large handbags do not con- 
tain any "contraband". 

Students are permitted to wear 
thdr coats on the ground floor 
but over-dothing must be re- 
moved before proceeding to the 
stacks. 

- "I feel .that pur security , mea- 
sures are quite^;:;effectiye,'tahd 
certainly very hecâsâry,"' stated 
Miss Phelan. Figures indicate 
that the guards succeed in saving 
approximately 1000 books every 
month from disappearance. Most 

- of these books, however, arc re- 
covered from students who have 
absent-mindedly picked them up 
with thdr own books. 



A little smuggling 

Miss I^helan,ye alizes that there 
b a cerimS)Smount of smuggling 
of smaUtbooki; "but every li- 
brary has its losses." 

Rcdpath's security measures 
are less stringent. The Kelly 
Girb, located at the main en- 
trance, check briefcases of exit- 
ing students. An average of 10 to 
15 books are retrieved daily; 
Mrs. Dirlik, Assistant Redpath 
Librarian, attributes this figure 
mainly to studenb who forgot 
to sign thdr books ouL 

Unlike in McLennan, coats 
may be worn in all areas of the 
Redpath library. If, however, 
tables become overcrowded, 
students are requested to check 
thdrcoab. 



'There b definitely a fair 
amount of smuggling.. Unless you 
make a thorough dieck of coats, 
bags and persons, whoever is 
reaUy determined to remove 
books will be successful," com- 
mented Mrs. Dirlik. 

When questioned about the pos- 
sibility of smuggling out larger 
volumes, Mrs. Dirlik mentioned 
that "sign-boards of all sizes have 
been stolen from Redpath. Why - 
not books of all sizes, then?", 

"At least with à security sys- 
tem we are limiting the amount 
of books missing," she added. 

Limiting, yes; but no number 
of petty rules is going to stop 
someone who really wants a book 
from getting it smuggling out 
of the atlas shows.

U. of Alberta suspends campus cops 



EDMONTON (CUP) - Eleven 
constables in the patrol section 
of the University of Alberta's 
campus security force have been 
relieved of thdr normal duties 
as of last Tuesday because of a 
disagreement- over the functions 
and management of campus se- 
curity. 

Only one pf the men has been 
fired. The other 10 have had 
their powers as peace officers 
removed but they are still em- 
ployed by the Univerdty. How- 
ever, Q. G. IVndall. Vice-Pres- 
ident for Finance and Administra- 
tion and Adndnistrativé:> Officer 
in charge of campus security said 
the men have been asked to redgn 
or "termination proceedings" 
will be initiated against them. 

It is believed the suspensions 
were in part caused by an article 
appearing in the Jan. 9 Edmonton 
Journal. Six of the ..constables 
contacted the Journal about their 
grievances, in contravention of 
the regulation prohibifing them 



from talking to the press. 

Tyndall denied that such res- 
trictions had been placed on the 
men. He said the University res- 
pected the righb of ib employees 
to freedom of speech. 

Eight suspended constables told 
thé Gateway they could not work 
the campus security under the 
present managerial system or 
under the present regulations re- 
garding offences. The constables 
are authorized by; the. Provindal 
Attorney General as special con- 
stables carrying all the powers 
of a peace officer. . 

However the cops claim they 
have been instructed not to take 
any action on what they feel arc 
serious legalities. But by ignor- 
ing these offences they claim 
they arc viobting thdr mandate 
under the Alberta Police Act. 

The men expressed dissatisfac- 
tion at the lack of specific guide- 
lines and regulations for the 
Force. Constables on the Force 
are not issued a procedures

^'^^pist, McGiU has assum- 
ed responsibility for bookstore 
debb, but Ramsay was uncertain 
as to whether the university 
would do so thb year.

Contrary to recent rumours, 
the financially unstable McGill 
Bookstore is not planning to shut 
down or move. The bookstore, 
located in the basement of the 
University Centre, has been in the 
red for the last two years.

He added that 
the chances of a bookstore move 
to a less expensive location were 
"remote". 

Ramsay predicted that the store 
will probably run up a defidt 
again this year because of the 
large number, of books which re-

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Senate takes no stand 
on St Pierre charges

McGill University will not officially criticize ttie 
allegations of "political indoctrination" in Quebec's 
classrooms made recently by Education Minister Guy 
St Pierre. 

The Minister has appointed Abbé Gérard Dion, 
a noted Québec educator, to investigate the accusations 
of parents who claimed, their children.had been sub- 
jected to political Indoctrination in Québecschools. 

Members of the Senate felt that Mr. St. Pierre 
was acting legally, In appointing an investigator and 
that the'investigation was not a threat to civil liberties 
in the province. 

"What St. Pierre wants in an investigation into 
activities of . political propaganda and Indoctrination 
in the classroom. There is nothing in St. Pierre's ins- 
tructions to Abbé Dion which suggests that it is im- 
proper to teach both sides of an issue; he is only op- 
posed to one sided teaching," said Dean of Agriculture, 
George Dion. 

A motion asking Mr. St. Pierre to, halt the activ- 
ities of "ad hoc agencies (such as Abbé Dion) dealing 
with matters internal to the school boards of this 
province," was defeated by a vote of 19-16 by the Senate. 

"I was trying to get this university to take a stand 
on the threat to avil Liberties which exists in Québec 
today," said Economics Professor Sydney Ingerman, 
the mover of the motion. 

"There already are investigators at the school 
board level whose diity it is to check on the competency 
of teachers, and recommend that they be fired If need 
be," Ingerman added. 

McGill Principal Robert Bet! said tiiat he would 
write a letter to the Minister of Education, summing 
up both sides of the argument, which shook the normally 
quiet halls of the Senate chamber. 

The Corporation des Enseignants du Quebec (CEQ), 
the Montreal Catholic School Commission, the Pro- 
vincial Association of Protestant Teachers (PAPT) 
and the Faculty Associations of Laval - University and 
the Université du Québec à Rimouski have all passed 
resolutions calling for Abbé Dion to cease his inves- 
tigations into the activities of certain teachers. 



Glendon obtains grant 



TORONTO (CUP) - Ontario's 
Cbmmittee on University Affairs 
(CUA) lias given Glendon College 
about $100,000 to bolster its bi- 
lingual program. 

Highly reliable sources say 
; the extra grant will come on 
condition that the Federal Secre- 
tary of State change his policy 
towards bilingual institutions. 
Under the recommendations of 
the Royal Commission on Bi- 
linguaiism and Biculturalism 
(B and B), no postsecondaiy 
' school receives special grants. 

The Secretary of State works 
under the B and B guidelines to 
support minority language rights 
only in primary or secondary 
educational institutions. -It works 
with $50 million per year to 
promote bilingualism in Cinada. 

"nie 1100,000 appropriation to 
Glendon made up only a segment 
of the report. Changes in formula 
granting include an increase in 
graduate fees and a decrease of 
50% in eraduate student bursaries. 

Hie Glendon College French 
department has pbns to use the 
money to bolster intensive lan- 
guage courses for Tirst year stu- 
dents. 

Sagging enrolment figures over 
the past four years have been 
blamed on the two years of com- 
pulsory Froidi placôl o^ne^g^ster- 
ed Glendon students 'al^ttTe^GDl- 
lege.

SAN FRANCISCO - Marijuana 
is now as American as Sfriro 
Agnew's daughter - or so say 
forward-thinking executives of 
U ,S tobacco firms, who have 
been covertly eyeing the under- 
ground market in 'Grass' offi- 
daUy valued at 11.250 miUion a 
year.

Long before New Year's Day, 
when the government shut down a 
1250 million advertising industry 
by banning ctgarette commercials 
on television, the tobacco men'

inHawaii.

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Socialist Canada?

Canada has a greater potential 
, as an independent socialist coun- 
~ tiy tlKui as an independent capita- 
list' country. Professor Melville 
Watkins suggested Wednesday. 

Watkins, tlie New Democratic 
Party's nmoUiy Leary and a 
leading spokesman for the Waffle 
Group, was speaking at à seminar 
at Loyola University on the "Ga- 
nadianlzation of Canada." 

The conference, which discuss- 
ed the Waffle program for a fu- 
. ture socialist independent Cmada, 
' failed to present ah adequa^ plan 
for the program's implementa- 
tion. When pressed for details, 
Watkins admitted no blueprints 
edsted for a socialist Canada, 
but urged that "Canadians work 
for it in any case." 

He-presented a detailed des- 
cription of the existing situation 
of fbrdgn ownerdiip in Canada, 
a state of afEairs he hbeOed 
"imperialistic". 

As a result of the powerful 
challenge of the primarily Amer- 
ican-based multi-national corpo- 
rations, a capitalist Cànada 
cannot achieve tiite independence, 
Watkins stated. 

Company dedsioos are made 
Qutdde the. Canadian^jénviron- 
ment with no conddéiation 'fbr 
the Canadian situation; these 
decisions are based on the needs 
of the companies in the United 
States, and, frequently, decisions 
are made which sacrifice Gana- 
(fian needs to American impera- 
tives. , 

Watkins;quoted;Soi])e examples 
of these teodâdés^'sucb'as the 



lay-off of. Canadian workers in 
favour of maintaining American 
employment in. the automobile 
hidustry. 

Canada's independence . and 
sovereignty are sacrificed to 
American economic power be- 
cause the main decisions affect- 
ing the Canadian scene arc made 
outside the Canadian environ- 
ment, according to the Waffle 
Group. 

Tw64Mrds of Canadian re- 
sources and primaiy industries 
are owned and controlled by 
foreigners, of '"whom four-fifths 
are Americans. 60% of our .sec- 
ondary industries are also con- 
trolled by foreigners, and the 



proportion is constantly increas- 
ing. 

Hie Watkins Report, the result 
of a Canadian government inquiry 
hito the foreign ownership of 
Canadian resources headed by 
Professor Watkins, provides even 
more iUuminatiiiglfigiires. Hie 
Americans control monTthan 90% 
of key industries such as electro- 
nics and oil, and more than 60% 
of manubcturing industrie;. 

Professor Watkins feels that 
the only \4able future for Canada ' 
lies in socialism. By nationaliz- 
ing the Canadian ; resources and 
means of i(indUtiliy^(jy^ 
group hopâ^tSTrenu^tbe deci- 
sion-making apparatus to Quia- 
dian hands.

The "Polish December" of 1970 is but one event in a 
long seri^ of explosive^ outbursts that have Jolted the sur- 
face càhn of a deeply troubled Eastern Bloc; As early as 
1953,. Eastv^ Germany experienced nation-wide general 
strikes.' Iliat same year saw the Vorkuta strike of 250.000 
labour camp prisoners in the USSR. The 1956 "bread and 
freedom" uprising in Ponznam, Poland, the 1956 Hungarian 
revoluUon. the 1968 "Qechoslovak spring" - all of these 

-occurrences form part of the same historical pattern of 
struggles. . ' ' ' 

The recent Polish revolt, that begaii in Gdansk on Dec- 

■ ember 14, triggered by huge hikes in the price of food. 

• clothing and. fuel, spread quickly, affecting at least a half, 
dozen major dties and tens of thousands of woriters. The 
government initially reacted brutally towards the protest. 
The estimates of fatalities range from government figures 
of 30, to the Figures of two Swedish reportera wiroestitnated 
that in Gdansk alone hundreds died. As the workers con- 
tinued to demonstrate and occupy factories.'WIadyslaw Go-, 
mulka. Communist Party head, was replaced by Edward' 
Giered. Other replacements in the party hierarchy took 
place simultaneously; 

What led Gomulka to announce the price increases on 
basic necessities that triggered the uprising? The economic- 
problems of the Polish regime are well analyzed in a doc- 
ument called "Open letter to Members of the University 
of Warsaw SecUons of the United Polish^Woricers Party and 
the Union of Young^SdââUsIâlU^'nie authors of this doc- 
ument are Jacek Kutônrànd kasol Modzclewski. Polish 
revolutionary Mandsts, who were expelled from the party 
and youth organization and sentenced to prison in 1965 for 
expressing opinions critical of the regime. 

The economic problems Gomulka faced in 1970 did 
not appear, suddenly, but have been building up over the 
last few yâisXân'diare sinUlar to problems facing other 
East Europ^n régimes.- These problems are listed by Ku- 
ron and Modzelewski as follows: inflation, unemployment, 
slowdown in the growth of national income, poor quality 
of goods, waste, unfavourable trade relations with the So- 
viet Union, and a low rate of agrictiltural productivity. 

In order to deal with these economic crises, Gomulka 
announced the price increases. He took other measures 
too. On of these was to do away with the bonuses that work- 
ers recdved when they exceed production quotas. In their 
place, new incentive plans were instituted in ten selected 
enterprises, whereby the plants would be rewarded on the 
basis of efficiency and the quality of goods. This, of course, 
met with hostility from the workers, who lacking demo- 
cratic control over the production, now had to work harder 
with no obvious gains to themselves. 

Ihe Polish govemmentvhaà iurther decided to create 
semi-autonomous industrial trusts for each branch of in- 
dustry, insuring thdr 'independmce from the central plan- 1 
ning authority^ The new governmental policy also granted 
greater autonomy arid 'authority to the plant managers. 
Lastly, the measure that contributed no less to the dis- 
content of the workers was the lowering of prices on ex- 
pensive-goods only, (televisions, automobiles and refri- 




gerators) benefiting only those at the tdp, those who could 
afford these luxuries. ' , 

These changes, similar to many employed hi other East' 
European countries - clearly indicated the pattern of a 
sodety where thé gbvemmental' authority Is Increasingly 
condng under, the control of large "technocratic" or man- 
agerial sectors of the bureaucracy. It is to the demands 
of this privileged sector that the Gomulka repme seemed 
to be catering. 

Modzelewski and Huron have described this parasitic 
caste as follows: 

"Formerly, government offidals-loved to wear blue 
overalls, willingly advertising thdr working chss origins; 
they gave medals to the workers and were embarrassed 
to pay a manager 10 times more than a worker. Today, 
government offidals dress in elegant clothing, and the 
managers, who sweat the siiiplus product out of the work- 
ers, are the positive heroes of the building ^of .sodaUsm; 
and thdr autos and villas are eloquent' tésttmony'tb thdr 
social prestige and dvic virtues. . 

Today exploitation is out in the open for ail to séé; it 
is no longer carried on by means of propaganda and forced 
enthusiasm, but openly through the whip of economic sanc- 



tions, administrative duress, and - if any attempt is made 
to resist -by police coerdon." . * 

Hie struggles in. Eastern Europe as well as In the USSR 
are rooted in^thè need to introduce democracy and equality 
into the natiànalinid and planned economy. Ihe woricers' 
coundl that emerged in Poland during the recent strike 
pointed out the direction in which the .future conflicts are 
going to move. - 

Wiat Modzelewski and Huron wrote nearly six years 
.ago seems more meaningful today: "The bureaucracy will' 
not concede one zloty of its own free will. Jn any case, 
given the economic crisjs.bdng Poland and the lack of 
' economic.reserves',' it has nothing more to concede to près- 
sure. UÀdér thâ«''\drcumstàhces;-ahy large scale strike 
action will inevitably turn into a political confiict with the 
bureaucracy, lliis is the only way the workers can change 
their conditions. 

"Today, in the epoch of the universal crisis of the sys- 
tem, the woricers' interests lie in revoluUon, the abolition 
of the bureaucracy and the production relationships asso- 
ciated with it, in taking control of thdr own labour arid its 
product - control of production - into thdr own hands. 
That is. 'in. establisWng an' economic, social and political 
system based on workers' democracy/'

.Hie flare-up of riots in Polish dties might be explained 
in psychobgial terms: you don't make it^diffi.cult for 
Poles to,buy hams eleven days before Oiristmas'. But of 
course there are fundamental causes. Poland would: find ^t 
difficult to!''cbpe'^«dth its economic problems even if the 
regime had a free hand, which it does not. It is not notably 
rich in resources and its economy has neVer been properly 
developed. To catch up, so to, speak, with Western naUons 
• would require a heavy infusion of investment capital over 
a period of years, and it takes time for such hivestment to 
pay off in terms of a higher standard of living. But 
Poland's ties with the Soviet Union limit its ability to at- 
tract fordgn cajdtaLwhich. of course, has been a persistent 
histori(al1iandi(ap>To:sweat the capital out of the people 
- forced accumulation - would require controls that would 
not be tolerated. The Poles are a spirited, independent, 
brave and stubborn people. To get even meager fordgn 
exchange for investment, the regime sells hams and food- 
stuffs, its manufactured products bdng generally noncom- 
petitive in Western markets on the^&ore of quality and 
price. But the regime can step up the export of foodstuffs^ 
only by raising prices dn^e^domestic maiicet - at the risk 
of triggering violent démorisiratiôris. 

' Against this depressing background the regime has tried 
to establish a base of power by appeasing peasants and 
holding support of the Catholic Church. Politically, this 
means discriminating against industrial workers and keep- 
ing intellectuals under tight, control. The rioters, in these 
latest protests, have been industrial workers who have 
carried placards with such slogans as: "We arç workers, 
not hooligans" and "We want food." But the continued 
discrimination against industrial workers and intellectuals 
has economic implications. It Is impossible to run a 
modem economy without the active cooperation, to some 
degree, of industrial workers, management and intellec- 
' tuals, whose skills are needed in' production^and manage- 



ment So the economic problem is in' par^'poIiHâl.- Poles 
do not enjoy free élections, and while there isia': lot of 
what we would call "trashing" and "rapping," freedom of 
speech and press are sev««ly limited. But the Poles have 
gotten the knack of sta^hg' thdr own "elections" in the 
form of demonstrations. One young Pole is quoted in TTie 
New York Times as saying, with a grin, "It just shows - 
you can change a government with demonstrations," and 
then adding: "Tlie workers will use it (the tactic of demon- 
strations) again. . .what conditions become unbearable." 

At the moment, it would seem that the new leadership 
will be able to restore a -kind of stability by making 
various economic concessions. Edward Gierek, who suc- 
ceeds Gomulka, enjoys a good reputation. He is the first 
top Polish leader who spent Worid War n ndther in the 
Soviet Union nor in the Polish underground. His family 
had emigrated to the coal fields' of northern France in the 
1920s. He knows France well, was a member of the French 
Communist Party, and speaks the language fluently (as, of 
course, do many Poles). The Soviet Union is not likely to 
intervene militarily because the Poles, after what happened 
in Prague, will be realistic enough not to press too far, too 
hard. Even so, Gierek will face the perennial Polish eco- 
nomic and diplomatic dilemmas. A part of the answer lies in 
Improved relations with the West and with West Germany in 
particular. German capital and knowhow could make a real 
difference. But . Washington is already liarassing Willy 
Brandt, and the Soviets, desfdte the apeement with West 
Germany, may impose brakes on, pdS^ble Polish-West 
German economic arid trade ties. - 

In thé meantime, the cold warriors in Washington 
should be discreet. Propaganda broadcasts to Pobnd have 
been stepped up since the riots, but for what purpose? Do 
we want to predpitate a situation about which we could do 
nothing more than propagandize against the Soviets? The 
Poles have bled enough, if we want to help them, we should . 
encourage Brandt's initiative. ...

OTTAWA (CUP) - ''Poor may 
be subsidizing rich students, 
educator told", read some of 
the headlines in the daily press 
last weei<. 

Hie stoiy was treated as an- 
other astounding discovery by. 
the Economic Council of Can- 
ada, arrived at by unknown and 
complex calculations somewhere 
in the bowels of the Federal bu- 
reaucracy. 

Yet one of the rallying cries 
of the student power movement 
of years past was universal ac- 
cessibility. 

An analysis of the Ginadian 
post secondary student population 
done by the Canadian Union of 
Students in 1964 pointed out that 
28 per cent of Canadian Univer- 
sity students came from families 
earning less^than |5,000 per year, 
but 52 per cent of the faiitilies 
in Cina(b earned less than 15,000. 

And most students who fought 
for "UNAC could have told 
you that since the government 
paid for 80 to 90 per cent of 
higher education, with 80 per 
cent of the taxes coming from 
individuab,' and since most of 
those individuals were not too 
far from' the poverty line; then 
there was something not too just 
about 70 per cent of university 
students bdng the sons and daugh- 
ters of a relatively elite group.

families with low incomes... as 
much as two tliirds of all the
